Legume in Wheat Need 
Plenty of Fertilizer 
Alfalfa, Sweet Clover 
Replenish Organic Matter 


Seeding legumes in wheat is like 
inviting company home to Sunday 
dinner. You have to provide plenty 
of food so everybody gets enough 
to eat. 
H. R. Lathrope, Purdue Univer­ 
sity extension argonomist, says the 
way to feed legume-wheat seedings 
j is to add a complete, balanced fer­ 
tilizer at fall seeding time and then 


Balanced fertiliser applied at 
fall seeding time and top-dress­ 
ing with nitrogen in the spring 
will produce higher yields of 
both. 


top-dress 
with 
nitrogen 
in 
the 
spring. Then you’ll provide all the 
nutrients needed by both the wheat 
and the legumes. 
When legumes and small grains 
are well fed, you not only get high­ 
er yields of both, but you build up 
your soil as well. Alfalfa and sweet 
clover replenish rundown stocks of 
organic m atter. They put m ineral­ 
ized humus deep down in the sub­ 
soil, 
unlock 
heavily 
compacted 
clay soils and improve drainage and 
tilth. 
Wheat growers in the famous 
“pocket area” of southwestern In­ 
diana have proved the value of 
feeding their wheat and legume 
seedings, 
Lathrope 
points 
out. 
Charles Doades, of cavies county, 
who harvested 42 bushels per acre 
of No. I Vigo wheat on an 80-acre 
field last summer is a strong be­ 
liever in fertilizer. He says he 
got his high yields by adding 650 
pounds per acre of 3-12-12 to the 
seeding the previous fall. Then he 
top-dressed the entire acreage with 
nitrogen 
last 
spring. 
Following 
wheat harvest, there was a thick, 
lush sweet clover. 


Farmers Urged to Check 
Livestock Mineral Intake 


Minerals are so important in the 
diet of animals that livestock will 
live longer without any fee * than 
they will on feed that contained 
no minerals. 
This fact was pointed out recently 
by the American Veterinary Medi­ 
cal Association in urging farm ers 
to watch the m ineral intake of live­ 
stock as they come into the new 
spring production season. 
“Although animals require more 
than a dozen different minerals, 
two of them, calcium and phos­ 
phorus, make up 70 per cent of the 
mineral m atter in the body,” the 
AVMA said. “Dairy cows and lay­ 
ing hens especially require them. 
Half the minerals in milk are cal­ 
cium and phosphorus. 
The AVMA cited the delicate re­ 
lationship 
between 
calcium 
and 
phosphorus in the body as an in­ 
stance for the need for a careful 
check on farm animals’ require­ 
ments. Too much v/f one without 
the other ran lead to a deficiency 
disease.

to these items in recant years. 
R etailers try to recover increas­ 
es in costs, though price increas­ 
es. 
The cost of the product to 
the retaier, is the one we are 
interested in. The price of farm 
products may jump

cent in a few weeks, then it is 
hard to find. Here the retailer 
may adjust prices largely as a 
result of higher farm prices. 
You can always be sure th a t 
the farm and rancher 
is 
not 
making too* much profit. I ad­ 
mit th at some are doing very 
well. but shouldn’t they? Look 
at their investm ent, labor and 
their ability. They should have 
sonn- profit just as any earnest

If you are self­ 
employed and derive as much 
as $400 in net profit from your 
business or businesses in any 
taxable year after December 31, 
1950, your social security cover­ 
age is com pulsory by law. 
The only exceptions ar© in­ 
come derived from self-em ploy­ 
ment as ow ner-operator of an 
agricultural enterprise, and self 
em ploym ent 
income 
derived 
from practice as 
a 
physican, 
lawyer, 
dentist, ostepath, chi­ 
ropractor, 
optom etrist, 
n atu ro ­ 
path, 
veterinarian, 
architect, 
OPA, 
licensed, 
registered 
or 
fulltim e 
practicing public ac­ 
countant, 
C hristian 
Science 
practitioner.

en­

His 
mind divides the world into two 
armed camps: on the one side 
is “I” and on the other side is 
every one else. 
He goes through life assuming 
that nobody is for him, nobody is 
with him, and he in turn is for no­ 
body and with nobody. His “hand 
is against every man,” as the Bible 
says. Even if he teams up with 
others for a while, he will double- 
cross them if he thinks he will make 
something out of it. He is your 
typical criminal, “anti-social” as 
teachers and sociologists call him. 
• • * 
What It Means to Grow Up 
CHILDREN 
usually 
begin 
life 
without 
much 
we-feeling, 
if 
any. They don’t naturally share 
their toys or their dinners or any­ 
thing else. They grab all they can 
and they don’t like to be grabbed 
from. The process of growing up— 
really growing up, not merely get­ 
ting older and bigger—is a process 
of developing a healthy we-feeling. 
Nearly every one develops this to 
some extent, of course; but when 
some people say "we” they don’t 
mean very many. 
We have all heard of the man 
who prayed: "Lord, bless me 
and my wife, my son John and 
his wife. Us four, no more. 
Amen! ” He doesn't make a very 
good citizen. 


But as the 
"we”-circle grows 
wider and wider we get a more and 
more public-spirited and service- 
minded citizen, till at the high 
point of the we-feeling we see a 
man like St. Paul who calls himself 
a debtor to all men, or like John 
Wesley who said, “The world is 
my parish,” or a modern inter­ 
national citizen and statesman such 
as John R. Mott. 
* • • 
How the Family Helps 
THE very best place to learn the 
“we-feeling” is in a good family. 
This does not necessarily mean an 
aristocratic family or a wealthy 
one. Many good families, perhaps 
most good ones, are quite poor and 
obscure, as the family of Jesus was. 
But whether it is in the city 
or the country, or however large 
or small it may be, the good 
family is one that helps every 
member of it to grow up into 
a healthy adult we-feeling. Liv­ 
ing in a family teaches the 
meaning of “all for one.” 
In a good family, all are proud 
of what any one accomplishes; the 
big brothers and sisters are just 
as pleased with little brother’s first 
steps as little brother is himself. 
When father wins a prize at the 
state fair, or when mother is elect­ 
ed an officer in her church society, 
or when Molly makes the honor roll 
in school or Jim makes the basket­ 
ball team, everybody in the family 
is just as pleased as if they them­ 
selves had received the honor. 
When any one of the family gets 
into trouble, they all stand by to 
help.

From such 
homes come the best citizens and 
neighbors.
